Some ten thousand arrests were 
made without warrants, and the papers were filled each 
day with announcements of plots uncovered in Detroit, 
in Pittsburgh, and elsewhere, and it was generally be- 
lieved that a terrible situation existed. 


_ The national popular government league had ap- 


pointed a committee of twelve lawyers to investigate 
these arrests. This committee was headed by Dean 
Pound of the Harvard Law School. Their -criticism of 
the department of justice was unsparing.
